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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: or arguments of record. Applicant argues the 
limitation in claim 1 of "having a direction which is opposite" cannot be reasonably interpreted to be satisfied by male and female threads of 
Hoare (GB 2 118 155). Applicant points to Applicant's specification which states "opposite direction" which is to correspond to the phrase in 
the claim "having a direction which is opposite" is in reference to the threads being in a right hand or left hand direction. 

The Examiner again respectfully disagrees with Applicant's argument. First, as pointed out in the previous Official action, the features upon 
which Applicant relies (i.e., right hand configuration/left hand configuration) are NOT recited in the rejected claims. Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. Secondly, as shown in the Figure of 
Hoare, the first set of threads (i.e., disposed in the recess) are shown as female or inside threads (i.e., configured to accept the male 
threads of the grub screw 22). The second set of threads of Hoare are formed by outer wall 3 having male or external threads (see 
reference no. 14) which mate with the female or inside threads (see reference no. 15) of the closure 2. The first and second set of threads 
of Hoare MUST have an "opposite threaded design", (i.e., external versus inside threads) in order for the components to thread together.
